The German Chancellor Withdraws His

turned from his visit to Hubertus Stock, in 
answer to the summons of the Emperor, The 


chancellor is reticent as to the facts of the 


interview, except that at the command of his 
covereign, he has consented to withdraw his 
resignation and remain at the head of the 
Cabinet. The Chancellor had gone on Sun- 
jay with the determination to insist upon 
nis resignation being accepted, but the 
kaiser made an earnest personal appeal that 
mollifed Caprivi’s indignation and bronght 
about what is called a reconciliation. This

FLORENCE ETHEL OSBORNE’S SUFFERINGS— 
LONDON GOSSIP. 

Loxpon, March 21.—The friends of Mrs. 
Florence Ethel Osborne, whose sentence to 2 
term of nine months’ imprisonment for per- 
jury in connection with the great pearl case 
is of too recent date to require further men- 
tion, have good grounds for their fears that 
she will not live to serve out her sentence. 
Her condition has been such that before her 
trial and after her condemnation she was 
confined in the infirmary attached to the 
Holloway Model Jail. She is in a delicate 
condition, and the disgrace she has brought 
upon herself and her family has proven 
greater than she can bear. To-day it is an- 
nounced at the prison that sli is in a coma- 
tose condition.

latended by the copyright law. 

THE AMERICAN SAMPSON. 

Atthe Clerkenwell sessions to-day Judge 
Eglin told the Grand-jury that the evidence 
against Carl August Sampson, the American 
**strong man,’’ who is charged by Mrs. 
PFernstein, aformer mistress of the athlete, 
with the theft of a quantity of diamonds and 
£770 in money, warranted the finding ofa 
true bill against him. Mrs. Bernstein, who 
greatly regrets the notoriety she has brought 
upon herself through the revelation of her 
relations with Sampson, has made formal 
application for permission to withdraw from 
further prosecution of the case. The fur- 
ther hearing of the matter was adjourned 
and Sampson was again admitted to ball. 


WAR IN MOZAMBIQUE. 


THE TOWN OF QUILIMANE THREATENED WITH 
ATTACK BY NATIVES. 
MOZAMBIQUE, March 21.—A dispatch from 
Quilimane, which town Is besieged by a force 
of 6,000 natives, states that the blacks have 
assumed a most menacing attitude and mo- 
mentarily threaten an attack upon the place. 
The most intense excitement prevalils. Every 
man and boy in Quilimane capable of hand- 
ling a gun has been armed, andthe inhabi- 
tants are prepared tohold the place to the 
last extremity. The outskirts are closely 
guarded to prevent if possible the natives 
from making one of the rushes en masse that 
distinguish their method of warfare. 
guards are expected, should a rush be made, 
to break the mass and prevent a combDined 
attack upon the town itself. The British tor- 
pedo cruiser Mohawk mounting six guns, has 
been ordered to Quilimane from Mozambique. 
The Portuguese gunboat with 100 soldiers on 
board has already been dispatched to Qaill- 
mane, andifthe natives postpone their at- 
tack until the warships reach there, it is be- 
lieved they can be easily routed. 


The authority of the Portuguese has always 
been very slight in Mozambique. Mozam- 
bique extends along the east coast of Africa, 
skirting the channel of the same name, from 
(ape Delgado to Delagoa Bay. Its native pop- 
ulation is estimated at 300,000, and they are 
a very warlike people. ihe Portuguese al- 
though nominally the possessors of Mozam- 
bique, have never attempted to occupy any 
portion of the territory unguarded by forts 
alongthe streams which flow to the ocean. 
The most important settlements are the city 
of Mozambique, and the towns of Quuilimane, 
Sena and ‘iete. Quilimane, which is now 
threatened by native warriors, is the capita! 
ofa sub-government of the same name, on 
a branch of the Zambesi River and twelve 
wiles from the sea. It possesses one fort.

A Statement of How He Thwarted 

Election Frauds in New York. 

FRIENDS | SAY HIS LIFE WASs 
THREATENED IN 1888.

But He Braved and Balkea Tammany and 
* Won the State for Harrison—Purpose 
of the Fund Wanamaker Raised— 
Lively Gubernatorial Campaign in 
Texas—Political News. 


PHILADELPHIA, ‘Pa., Mareh 21.—A story 
highly eulogistic of Senator Quay is made 
public here this morning by a Republican 
newspaper. It covers the history of the 
presidéptial campaign of 1888, and tells of 
Senator Quay’salleged thwarting of ballot 
frauds in\ New York ;City at the risk of his 
life. ay, itissaid, canvassed the lower 
wards of New York, mapped and censused 
them. When in October the Democrats 
learned of this, the story affirms, Mr. 
Quay’s life was threatened, and his 
friends alarmed. Officers were kept 
welfare 
day and night. By aid of Police Commis- 
sioner French, Quay is said to have got tie 
early election returns and thus blocked the 
alleged purpose of the Democrats to change 
the figures in New York and Brooklyn if orca- 
sion should seem to require. The story con- 
tains these assertions: ‘‘Chairman Quay had 
not been In harness long before he discovered 
Blaine had carried the State in 1884; that the 
Democratic managers knew this early in the 
evening and that changes of the baliots were 
necessary to elect Cleveland. 

‘‘Ben Butler was running that year on a 
third ticket and he polled several thousand 
labor votes in New York City. It was the 
easiest thing in the world for the ballot 
thieves to turn the Butler ballots over to 
Cleveland, and this was actually done. Quay 
unearthed this fact before he had long been 
in command, and his discovery has received 
the indorsement of Gen. Butler himself.’’ 

According to this story Cal Brice, chairman 
ofthe Democratic Committee, ordered the 
collection of an immense fund to be used in 
the last hours ofthe campaign. Three days 
before election the sum of $215,000 was handed 
over to the Democratic workers in the State 
above the Harlem River. This was entirely 
separate from the amount used by Tammany 
inthecity. The figures were given after- 
ward by one of the then secretaries of the 
Exective Committee, so the story goes. 

Quay had called around him an Advisory 
Committee of which John Wanamaker was 
Chairman. Mr. Wanamaker raised a large 
fundamong his personal friends. Election 
day drew near and the Republican Commtttee 
was prepared -for the contest at the polis. 
Early in the evening ofelection day it was 
evicent that the figures were running against 
the Democrats. Theorder to make up the 
deficiency was given, but tothe utter dismay 
ofthe Tammany Hall manipulators, accord- 
ing tothe story, they discovered that Quay 
had accurate copties of the roperse from every 
district... They then turned thelr attention to 
Brooklyn only to find themselves. paired 
there. Quay had reports from every election 
district as soon asthe count was complete, 
and ‘‘doctoring’’ the figures was impossible. 


ARKANSAS POLITICS. 


LIVELY CANVASS FOR THE GUBERNATORIAL 


NOMINATION. 

LITTLE RocKk,Ark., March 21.—No State can- 
vass has ever before presented a paraliel to 
the one now in progress. At this moment 
there are only two candidates for Governor 
in the field, although it is well known that 
before the canvass closes or when the con- 


vention assemblies there will be several, It 
is this fact which makes the contest peculiar 
and adds new interest toit. There is noccer- 
tainty asto whom the Arkansas Democracy 
will select as thelr gubernatorial candidate. 
It may be Fishback, Fletcher, Files, Rector, 
or possibly aman whose pame has never 
been mentioned in conneetion with the office 
may be chosen. Just now it is the field 
against Wm. M. Fishback. A determined 
fight is being made to overthrow him. Nearly 
all the leading politicians are opposed to 
him. The recent attacks on his war record 
have created a prefound sensation ail over 
the State. His speech in answer to the 
charges of having voted for the ordinance of 
secession and afterward recruiting troops 
for the Federalarmy is variously construed. 
The charges have not affected him in some 
portions of the State, and have weakened 
him in others, one paper going so far as to 
state editorially that his nomination would 
disrupt the Democratic party. He has a 
large following, Dut his forces appear to be 
unorganized. 

Meanwhile his opponents are work- 

quietly and effectively. Capt. John 

. Fletecber, Col. James Mitchell, editor of 
the Arkansas Daily Democrat, Col. W. P. Camp-

Fishback’s friends will 
struggle to prevent such contingency, ani 
they will urge that the counties, or as many 
of them as may be, instruct for bim without 
reserve, but it isnot probable that they can 
succeed in binding anything like a majority 
of the counties to him for the reason given.

CORRUPTION IN NEW YORK. 

New York, March 2).—Last “friday a paper 
charged the use of acorruption fundol at 
least $3,000,000 raised by interested capitalists 
and stock jobbers to bunco the passage of a 


bill legalizing the coal combination of the 
teading Railroad. To-day the same paper 
returns tothe subject and more than half of 
the hideous secret is laid bare. There was 
bribery, it adds, and enormous bribery at 
that. Proof of itis furnishedon the word of 
State Senator Maurice Alexander Rogers of 
Camden County, and his word willbe ac- 
cepted unquestioningly trom one endof the 
State to the other. . 

Senator Rogers of New Jersey, in an inter- 
view at Camden, is quoted as saying that at 
10:30a. m. of the day the bill passed he was 
offered and refused $10,000 for his vote for the 
bill. Then the agent returned and offered 
more than $25,000, though Rogers does not 
state the exact figures. He says, however, 
when asked if the sum was more than $25,000: 
‘*‘Yes, much more. You seelI was to have 
made up the necessary majority, so the agent 
said. Iwill only say that it was a sum so 
large that if put outat 6 percent interest I 
would not need more.’’

An Arkansas Church the Seene of a 
Bloody Tragedy. 


| SHOTGUN AND WINCHESTER USED WITH 


DEADLY EFFECT. 


Jefterson Jones and Robert Doss Exchange 
Fatal Shote—Unparalieled Crime Reo- 
ord of Deeming, the Australian Mur- 
derer— An Officer Struggles With a Des- 
perate Woman—K illed by Tramps. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 21.—A special 
from Van Buren says that on Sunday a 
tragedy occurred near Fuller in Scott County, 
Robert Doss and Jefferson Jones being fatally 
hurt. Doss is young and handsome and has 
been paying attention to Jones’ eldest 
daughter, aged 19. The windows of a church 
near Jones house were broken and Doss and 
other young men were charged with having 
committed the mischief. Anight later Miss 
Jones refused tolet Doss escort her home 
from church, Several young men who attend 
church began jesting Doss, who got very 
angry. Afight followed and Doss was badly 
whipped. It is said twoor three pitched on 
him. Hewas cut and bruised and left swear- 
ing vengeance. 

Sunday he cametothechurch armed with 
a double-barreled shotgun, his appearance 
created a sensation. He was evidently labor- 
ing under great excitement. He leveled his 
gun at one of the young men who had as- 
saulted him, but the latterescaped. Doss 
then attempted to force his way into church, 
but was prevented. Jones, who was on the 
inside, crept out of a window, hurried home 
and getting a Winchester rife, returned and 
came upon Doss and ordered him tosur- 
render. Doss turned and advanced on Jones. 
The excitement became intense. Several by- 
stancers called out to Jones to snoot him, 
others to get behindatree. Jones attempted 
to do so when Doss fired. Jones then fired 


and Doss fell to the ground. He will die. 
Jones was mortally wounded. 


MURDERER DEEMING. 


AN UNPARALLELED RECORD OF VILLAINY IN ALL 
PARTS OF THE WORLD. 


ADELAIDE, South Australia, March 21.—Ever 
since the arrest of Frederick Deeming, alias 
Williams and perhaps a dozen other names, 
evidence has been coming to light in various 
parts of the world that he is one of the most 
consummate villians that the annals of crime 
have furnished. Itappears highly probable 
thatthe man has been guilty of crime in 
every piace in which he has ever lived of re- 


cent years. The police ofthis city have iden- 
tifled him as the author of a robbery that was 
committed here in 1858. At that time he was 
living in Adelaide under the allas of Ward. 
The Gay after the robbery was committed 
Deeming, accompained by his wife and two 
children, sailed for Cape iown. At the time 
of his flight his wife wasina delicate cond!- 
tion and she was confined before she reached 
Cape Town. 

The police of London have received some 
information which led them to-day to re- 
commence digging at Rain Hill on the theory 
that other victims of the murderer Williams, 
allas Deeming, may be buried there. Among 
the various fraudulent methods by which 
Williams made a living, it appears that he 
Was at one time a welcher on the race 
courses under the allas of Wilson.

The 
car is often used by tramps for shelter, and 
itis supposed that when he entered the car 
he encountered some of the characters, who 
inflicted the wountis from which he bled to 
death.

EVICTIONS IN NEW YORE. 


Ireland Surpassed by the Metropolitan 
City cf America. 

New YorK, March 21.—The Wori”p has 
been looking into the long and sad 
record of evictions in New York City, 
and will print to-morrow a long 
account of the way Manhattan Island has 
come to surpass Ireland in that lamentable 
particular. Among other things it will say: 


**In the year 1890 there were 82,007 proceed- 
ings in eviction begun in the civil justice 
courts in New York City. In all 
jreland, in the year ending June 5, 1999, 
the total number of eviction cases begun was 
8,22. In two of the eleven civil justice 
courts of this city the eviction cases in 180 
numbered 9,371. 

Those two districts are the Fourth and 
Fifth Judicial Districts and are formed of the 
Seventh, Tenth, Eleventh, Thirteenth 
and Seventeenth Wards. in that ter- 
ritory is the congested Kast Side 
tenement house district of this city. Evic- 
tions go on there on the business-like rate of 
over thirty for every working day inthe 
year. The figure for the wholecity is over 
100 evictions for every working day. 
There are more evictions in New Yor« City 
every{ year thanin all of Ireland in the same 
length of time. There are more eviction 
cases brought in one year before two of New 
York City’s eleven civil justice courts than in 
all Ireland in the same time. 

The figures already quoted are from the last 
completed report of the Commissioner of 
Accounts, and they show that in is8y were 
3,207 eviction proceedings in the civil 
Justice courts of this city. 
But from figures which the 
WORLD has obtained from the year since the 
Commissioner of accounts has completed his 
account the eviction cases are shown to be 
growing at a frightful rate. 

In 1890 there were in the Fourth District 
over 4,600 cases; in 1991 there were 5,000; 
in 1890 there were in the Fifth District 4,471 
cases. In 1891 there were 5,43. is is a 
total of 10.43 in the two i districts 
in 191 and of the proportion of 
1899 held good as between those 
two districts and the others there were be- 
gun inthe eleven courts of the city In 1991, a 
total of about thirty-six thousand cases. 
That is nearly four times as many as there 
were in Ireland in the preceding 
year. The Irish evictions are more notable 
in that they dispossess from liands as 
well as home yet, as pearly as can be the 
com parison has been made from the same 
basis. 

For instance, some ofthe cases in this city 
are in fact, not evictions, for the tenants

Current Opinion Is That the English 
Premier Is Playing for Time—English 
Preparations on the Western Coast— 
Effect of the Bland Bill’s Passage— 


Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 21.— Officials 
are reticent this morning respecting the con- 
tents of the reply of Lord Salisbury to the 
note of President Harrison of the 8th inst. 
One gentleman whose position entitles his 
statements to full credit says that no great 
importance is attached to the reply. itisin- 
ferred that the meaning of that statement is 
that the substance of the reply had been dis- 
counted, and that it was not important in the 
sense that it contained nothing new. Lord 
Salisbury’s persistence, as shown in the cor- 
respondence on the subject between the two 
governments, and the intimation conveyed 
in the London dispatches of last Friday that 
the reply would reiterate his Lordship’s re- 
fusal to renew the modus vivendi, are hbe- 
lieved to bea sufficient indication of the tenor 
of the communication received yesterday. 

Certain it is that the President and his Cab- 
inet have been proceeding forsome time as 
if upon the theory that the reply could show 
nochange in Lord Salisbury’s position, and 
as early as last Friday dispatches told of the 
adoption by the Cabinet of an aggressiv 6 
policy for the protection of the seals. In pre- 
paring orders to carry out that policy Secre- 
tary Tracy has been busily engaged, so busy 
that on Saturday he excused himseif to Sena- 
tors, whocalled atthe department. Satur- 
day night the subject'was under consideration 
by President Harrison untila late hour, — 

What additional steps will be taken by the 
Government cannot be stated. The reply 
will probably be transmitted to the Senate, 
but whether before or after the Cabinet meet- 
ing to-morrow 1s not known. There will be 
no special meeting of the Cabinet to consider 
it. That body has approved a licy to be 
carried out by the President, and it remains 
with him to be executed. 

The English provincial newspapers have 
taken up the Behring Sea question in a tone 
not at friendly to the United States. The 
Newcastle Chronicle expresses fear that there 
will be trouble during the coming season. It 
says that an immense fleet is ready to pro- 
ceed to Behring Sea to hunt seal, and that 
the Yankee navy will have its hands full to 
prevent the seal fishing. In any case there 
are bound to be thousands of seals caught. 
Canada is not anxious for any trouble, but 
New York newspapers seem to count upon 
trouble owing to the rivalry for the Irish vote 
in the approaching presidential election. 
New York and Washington are always insin- 
cere where Canada is concerned. Sir George 
Baden Powell would long ago have settled 
the question if allowed. 

President Harrison this morning discussed 
Lord Salisbury’s reply with Attorney-General 
Miller and Gen. Foster. The reply is said to 
be quite lengthy and covers the Behring 
Sea situation with elaboration. Later 
Gen. Foster called at the Navy Department 
and had a conference with Secretary Tracy. 
No unusual activity pervades the latter’s 
department, all the necessary orders for the 
fitting out of ships having been issued last 
week. Thisis known as an indication that 
Lord Salisbury’s reply is more pacific than 
his former note, and that he makes some 
concessions in response to the demand of the 
United States. 

ENGLAND’S PREPARATION. 

There are not wanting among public men 
at Washington those who believe that En- 
giand would welcome hostilities with the 
United States, and who see in the Behring 
Sea fisheries question something which may 
easily grow froma diplomatic dispute intoa 
clash of arms. Among these is Gen. 
H. V. Boynton, the well-known writer. In an 
article published ina Washington paper he 
calls attention to the fact that (for 
the five years past England has been actively 
at work preparing herself for the most 
effective war against the United States. The 
plans which she is now pushing with great 
energy were devised much more than five 
years ago, but during that period they have 
assumed definite shape and un able 
form and purpose. For that eriod 
they have been pressed with a the 
vigor and energy for which that w- 
erful nation is justly celebrated in everything 
that pertains to warlike defense or aggression. 
The whole situation, the writer says, ng 
the northern lake border shows that its pur- 
pose is, first, while holding firmly against 
the heads of invading columns from the 
United States to coverthe canals a sufficient 
time toenable the available ironclads from 
the St. Lawrence toreach the lakes. With 
such preparations as are now completea on 
the side of England, itis worse than folly for 
any one toclaim that, if the conditions which 
now exist along our border and upon the 
lakes is allowed to continue without change 
until trouble breaks out between this country 
and England, the commerce of _ the 
lakes, and every American city upon them, 
would not be helpless before the vessels 
=e England could bring to bear against 


em, 

The activity of England in all of these prep- 
erations, whos¢ sole objective,as all must see, 
is the United States, is commensurate with 
the recent efforts of the nation to restore its 
coast defenses, to modernize its navy, and to 
give military attention to its northern front- 
ler. As has been stated, if all that England 
was doing was merely strengthening her Ca- 
nadian ports her activity would not demand 
80 much attention; but when she couples with 
this the most active work in establishing and 
eet Nena aline of naval outposts for no 
other ssible object than forming stations 
from which the United States can be most 
successfully attacked, the case becomes one 
for the most serious national consideration.

dential contest. Mr. Raynor of Maryland, who 
is one of the opponents of the Bland 


bill, says of the proposed silver leatsiation: 

‘*If this legislation should be followed up 
with a free-silver plank inthe national plat- 
form I do not believe that it is possibile to 
carry New York, New Jersey or Connecticut 
and that with the United German Democratic 
vote of the country alienated from the party 
upon this issue all nope of carrying a State 
like Wisconsin would be gone, and it will, in 
my opinion, be extremely doubtful whether 
we could carry the State of Indiana. Every 
German Democratic paper in the country has 
announced its unalterable op ition to this 
measure. Sound money and a staple cur- 
rency are the traditions and inheritance that 
have come downto the Germans who have 
become naturalized citizens here, and if 
there is any single issue upon which they 
can be drawn away from the. Democratic 
party this is the one. 

‘*What earthly good will the passage of this 
bill confer upon the Democratic party of the 
country? The Senate may pass it, but the 
President will undoubtedly veto itand it will 
never become alaw. What position will that 

lace us in—tq compelus to depend upon a 

epublican Presidential veto to save us from 
the effects of this destructive heresy? I have 
put this question over and over again to the 
advocates of the Bland Dillin the House, 
and have asked them what Democratic State 
we can possibly lose if we postpone this 
measure. 

‘<The proposition simply resolves itself into 
this: That we can lose nothing by a post- 
ponement, but by consideration or by pas- 
sage we will imperil the only States that can 
possibly give us Democratic success. Froma 
political standpoint it is the most disastrous 
mistake that the:Democracy of the House has 
ever made. Froman economical standpoint 
itis worse than a mistake, because in my 
opinion the time wlll never come when the 
Government of the United States will open 
its mints to the unlimited silver coinage of 
the world. If we once do this there is no 
possible prospect of an international confer- 
ence upon the subject, and it will necessarily 
bring us toa silver basis and place us upon 
the same footing, as far as finances are con- 
cerned, with Russia, Mexico, Japan, the 
South American republics and every other 
bankrupt and impoverished government of 
the world.’’ 


NAVY CONSTRUCTION. 


RELATIVE ADVANTAGES OF CONTRACT AND 
GOVERNMENT WORK. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 21.—The Senate 
Committee on Naval] Affairs has recently con- 
sidered the question of the comparative 
advantages of having the new ships for the 
navy constructed by the Government anu 
by outside contractors, and has decided in 
favor of continuing both systems within 
certain limits in the committee bill—which 
will be attached as an amendment to the 
naval appropriation bill, when it reaches the 


Senate, and which provides for the construc- 
tion of three battleships, two armored coast 
defence vessels, five gunboats, and eight 
torpedo boats—it is further provided that 
these vessels shall be built either by contract 
or in the Government yards, as the Secretary 
of the Navy may judge best. 

In naval circles there is a diffrence of opin- 
ion as to the time of construction which Is 
preferable, but both doubtless have their 
advantages. For manifest reasons it is 
desirable that the government should be 
able to build some of its vessels and un- 
doubtedly the plants for this purpose at 
Norfolk and New York will be retained and 
used, but it will probably be many years 
before similar facilities will be made avall- 
able at any of the other navy yards. 

On the other hand, many leading naval 
officers are decidedly of the opinion that the 
system of construction by private contract Is 
more economical, and is preferable also tin 
some other respects, Another reason why 
navy yard construction is not likely to be- 
come general soon is found in the fact that 
the civil service rules now apply tothe yards, 
and therefore the politicians are not as inter- 
ested in their development as they were 
formerly. 

In the matter of outside contracts, it Is ex- 
pected that the Government will henceforth 
adopt the policy of encouraging competition 
among builders generally throuelfout the 
country and especialiy in the West. One 
company at Dubuque already has a contract 
for naval work, and other companies on the 
Mississippi River will be encouraged to enter 
the field of construction, as it will be noticed 
that the majority of the new vessels included 
in the pending senate Dill, are smali craft, 
oe of being built and floated in those 
waters.

NOT UNEXPECTED. 

It was evident this morning when the 
Grand -jury session began that there was but 
little work remaining in contemplation in 
the Zeigenhein investigation, This was made 
evident by the fact that Dramshop Deputy 
Wurtzburger of Collector Zlegenhein’s of- 
fice did not report on the scene atall to-day. 
He was evidently satisfied that his remarka- 
ble prominence throughout the Grand-Jury 
investigation to date had borne Its fruit, and 
that Collector Ziegenhein had nothing further 
to fearfrom the final report of the Grand- 
jury. 

All through the investigation Deputy 
Wurtzberger had remained on the scene. 
The few witnesses who were examined by the 
Grand-jury relative to the charges of 
granting licenses without the proper 
legal petitions, which had been preferred 
against Collector Ziegenhein before the 
Grand-jury, andof other cases of irregular 
management in the dramshop li- 
cense department of the City Col- 
lector’s office, found Deputy Wurtz- 
berger on the spot ready for them. 
By an apparently strange coincidence, Dep- 
uty Wurtzberger was supplied with all the 
books and papers necessary to present the 
Collector’s side of the case, and the Grand- 
jury apparently accepted the evidence of 
those books and papers without question. 
No call was made on the Assessor’s office for 
evidence to support the showing of the Col- 
lector’s deputy, and on this showing the 
Grand-jury’s final report was evidently 
based,

FOUR MEN KILLED, 


A Boiler Explosion in the Laclede Fire 
Brick Works This Afternoon. 

A boiler explosion accompanied by loss of 
life occurred ‘at 2:35 o’clock this after- 
noon at the Laclede Fire Brick 
Works on Manchester road and Sulphur 
avenue, Cheltenham. The explosion 
took place in the new engine- 
room connected, recently built at the 
works, A boller was being 
tested and it exploded, killing 
the engineer, the fireman, Larry Hussey, 
and Jos.

wWwasHINGTON, D. C. March 21.—Senor Don 
xickarano Bolet Peraga has left this city in 
disgust. For several years he has been the 
venezuelan minister to the United States. 
He was one Of his country’s representatives

always been anxious to promote better com- 
mercial and fraternal relations between the 
tworepublics. It has, however, been very 
hard work for Senor Peraza. The news that 
q revolution had broken out in Venezuela 
eilea Senor Peraza with despair, and 
while he has ostensibly gone on a 
a visit to Brooklyn, the legation is closed 
anditisam open secret among the Spanish- 
americans that the Minister does not expect 
to return again in his officialcapacity.

EX-CHIEF M’DONOUGH’S DEATH. 


He Succumbs to Dropsy After a Long and 
Painful Lliness. 


Capt. James McDonough, better known as 
ex-Chief of Police, died in his room at 201 
Chestnut street early this morning of dropsy 
after a longand painful iliness. He was 76 
years of age, and had beena resident of this 
city about sixty years. Mr. McDonough was 
born in Baltimore, Md., March 6, 1516, and 
when his father died leaving a large family 
dependent on the mother the boy 
then only 15 years of age. ieft 


home and came to 8st. Louls to seek his 
fortune. He apprenticed himself as a Car- 
penter, and his first work asa journeyman 
after learning his trade was done On the old 
Planters’ House. Labor trouhles caused him 
to leave his trade and seek an ap- 
pointment on the police force, which in 1540 
numbered about forty men, known then as 
marshals. He served several years under 
Mayor Campden and was then made notary 
for the Missouri Bank, a very lucrative posi- 
tion. He served in this position until 18530 
when he was appointed Captain in charge of 
the police force, and served in that capacity 
until 1854. It was during this period that he 
shot and killed a notorious desperado in 
North St. Louis after he had been shot at 
three times by the thief. In 1854 he was ap- 
pointed County Collector by the County 
Court, and in 1856 he was appointed Collector 
for the county. The term expired in 1858, and 
he was engaged in no particular business un- 
til 1861, when he was again appointed 
Chief of Police of the then new- 
ly organized and eguipped Metropolitan 
police force. He resigned in October of the 
same year, was induced to withdraw his 
resignation, and throughout the war of the 
rebellion he served very acceptably. Atthe 
close of the war he withdrew to enter the 
cotton business, Dut making a failure of that 
he accepted the position of Chief of Police. 
which was again offered him tn 1870. He was 
succeeded by Chief Harrigan in March, 1874, 
but was again placed at the heador the 
department in November, 1875, and 
served until June, 1881, when he retired. The 
many changes in his career as Chief of Police 
were due to the changes of the Police Board 
politics. As an Officer he is said to have been 
brave and without fear in the discharge of

University Appropriation—The End Is 
Near at Hand. 


JEFFERSON OITY,. Mo., March 21.—The 
friends of Columbia and the State Uni- 
versity do not believe fora moment that the 
appropriation for the rebuilding of that in- 
stitution will be limited to $237,000, the 
amount fixed in the bill which passed the 
House Saturday, and which will become a 
law. They reason that no matter what pro- 
vision is made in the act limiting 
the.. appropriation to that amount, it 
can not be made binding on 
the Thirty-seventh General Assembly, which 
meets next January. The Board of Curators 
estimate that it will take close to $500,000 to 
re-establish the University on a basis that 
will reflect credit on the State, and they are 
accordingly depressed because of the small 


appropriation made by the Assembly. The 
friends of the University, in accepting the 
amendment tacked on the bill by the uni- 
versity, certainly saw that the present As- 
sembly could not bind the next gisiature. 
It is understood now that the curators can 
go ahead after the bill is signed, expend the 
$237 ,000 and the State will have to complete 
the buildings ifthe sum will not suffice. If 
the next Legislature shows a 4dis- 
position to object, the supporters 
of the university can retaliate. When 
the general biennial appropriation bill is 
taken upthey can fixupa combination with 
the other sections and get whatthey con- 
sider necessary. The three lunatic asylums— 
at Fulton, Nevada. &t, Joseph, the three 
State normal schools at Cape Girardeau, 
Kirksville and Warrensburg, the re- 
form schools and other State institu- 
tions scattered, as they are, all 
over the State will through the representa- 
tives of their respective localities ask for 
liberal appropriations. Columbia’s friends 
will do the same and it is reasoned that none 
of the other localities having State institu- 
tioms will dare opposethe claims of the Uni- 
versity. 
ALMOST AT AN END. 

The called session of the Thirty- 
sixth General Assembly will ines all 
probability adjourn sine die on next 
Thursday. The business for which it 
was convened is nearly finished. It has 
fought the fight and about finished its course; 
henceforth there will be nothing else for it to 
do but to settle up with constituencies. 

It has been a stormy session, in many re- 
spects unparalleled. The Congressional re- 
districting bill and the rebuilding of the unt- 
versity especially were the cause of savage 
fighting. Brilliant oratorical effort, sharp 
parliamentary practice and stubborn resist- 
ance have characterized proceedings on the 
floor, while the lobby has been the ground 
for the advancement of arguments equally, if 
not more so, convincing, The attack on 
Colum Dia was one of combined strength and 
if the opposition had possesseda man quali 
fled to lead Oolumbia would have fallen and 
Sedalia or some competing town would now 
be singing peans of victory. 

But it was pot to be. Brain tells against 
numbers every time and partial victory had 
no terror for the forty-odd supporters of the 
University town. Each defeat in the skir- 
mish but made the lines stronger, until when 
the advance was made from right to left 
nothing could resist, and to-day Coumbia 
stands the victor. And more, the faith of 
the State as pledged fifty-two years agoto 
that city remains unbdroken. 

But there is ground for fear that the bitter- 
ness engendered will remain and that the fu- 
ture politicaliy will feel its effect. Some men 
are very sore, and are inclined to‘‘ get even’’ 
atthe first chance. The Farmers’ Alliance 
member of the Adams of Barry stripe feels 
that his interests were not consulted when 
his Gemand for a separation of the Agricul- 
tural College from the State University was 
refused. He came here with the determina- 
tion to separate the two institutions, he spoke 
for it, worked for it, begged for it, 
and threatened all sorts of dire vengeance on 
the Democratic party uniess his desire was 
granted. He goes home in the suiks and if he 
wields the wer he claims to possess there 
is trouble for somebody. He openly charged 
the State Administration with collusion with 
Columbia and resented it on the floor. 
Whether true or not will cat no figure what- 
ever, for the idea is with him and will stay. 

PLENTY OF POLITICS. 

With the fight over the University settlea 
dies all interest to the public in further pro- 
ceedings, and the remainder of the session 
will see empty lobbies and a deserted gal- 
lery. Finishing touches to the work is all 
left to be done, and then the tired or dis- 
gusted or disgruntied or smiling member, 
asthe case may be, for there are some of 
each, will pack his gripand go home, leaving 
Jefferson City yearning for the time when the 
crowd will return. 

The time has been propitious for can- 
didates, too. Each one has been here and 
smiled his sweetest and talked his biandest 
for the influence of the member. While 
speaking of politics, it might be as well to 
say that the action of the State Central Com- 
mittee has been very severely criticised. The 
claim is made that the conventions wii] have 
too many delegates by half, and that 
it was done for the purpose 
of giving the ralliroad influence a better 
chance to work the proxy racket. It is 
claimed that it will be an easy thing to‘‘pack’’ 
the convention for or against any one candi- 
date. The feeling that the committee instead 
of serving the party is working it for ali it is 
worth is very general, and there willin all 
likelihood be a protest heard atthe assem- 
bling of the convention against the action 
of that leader and resolutions looking to the 
personnel of that organization for 
the future will be introduced One man 
who bad been thinking of being a candidate 
for Supreme Judge was quoted as saying that 
he **would not touch it with a forty-foot 
pole,’’ ashe was not the kind of a man the 
**posses’’ were looking for and would, 
therefore, stand no chance whatever. The 
thing is cut and dried, and especially is 
this true as re the Supreme Court 
Judges. Theopinion prevalis that the com- 
mittee is mot acting for the best interests of 
the party, and it ts strongly resented.

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OFFICIAL LAWLESSNESS. 


The Mayor’s pardon mill is kept so busy 
remitting fines for breaches of the peace 


that, to save himself from an attack of 
writer’s palsy, he has had his signature 
engraved on a stamp, and has turned over 
the stamp and the pardoning power to a 
secretary, who runs the remission ma- 
chine night and day. 

There never wasa time when this city 
had a better disciplined or more efficient 
police force than it has now. Yet there 
never was a time when State laws and city 
ordinances were set at naught, disregard- 
ed and epenly| violated with impunity as 
they are now. | 

An intoxicated Judge not long agoin a 
speech at a political meeting publicly re- 
minded the assembled toughs and crim- 
finals that he was the kind of Judge they 
wanted.

There is talk at Trenton of the purchase of 
legislative votes with money. Whether it be 
true or not Is difficult to say. But that the 
bill to legalize the conspiracy was Dought 
through the Legislature with promises of 
political aid from the corporations concerned 
seems beyond question. And sucha purchase 
is more dangerous to popular institutions 
than direct bribery. It consolidates corpor- 
ate power in politics, and hastens the coming 
of that threatened condition of things when 
sovereign States shall be the helpless ap- 
panages of incorporated monopolies, and 
when public officers and legislators shall be 
the appointees of boards of directors.

ALWAYS WEBE A NUISANCE, 


Lowell Factories Condemned Eighteen 
Years Ago—City Hall Affairs. 

Oity Counsélior Marshall is still taking an 
active interest in the Lowell nuisances and 
he and Sanitary Officer Francis are digging 
around for evidence against the nuisances 
and will not feel satisfied until the whole 
bunch of offending establishments is moved 
away from the inhabited part of the town, 
and the watersupply. That these nuisances 
have been nuisances for years and years is 
shown by a report of Dr. D. O. Dean, the 
city chemist, made in 1874, or eighteen years 
ago. Dr. Dean handled the subject without 
gloves and under the heading of ‘‘Air’’ says: 


I have made no chemical analysis this year of air 
in the city with reference toimparities.

The New Bath-Houses. 
President Burnet of the Board of Public 
Improvements has drawn up an ordinance 
providing for the purchase of three lots for 
the new free bath-houses. 
The ordinance will go before the Board of 


Public Improvements to-morrow and be ap- 
ved there. After that it will go to the 
unicipal Assembly, where it will have to be 
passed as it stands or rejected, as ordinances 
coming from the Board cannot be amended 
by the Assembly. The ordinance reads: 

Sec.1. The Comptroller and President of the 
Board of Public mapeorements are hereby author- 
ized to purchase three lots of ground, one in tite 
northern part of the city, one in the central part of 
the city and one in the southern part of the city, at 
a cost not exceeding eight thousand ($8,000) dollars, 

Sec. 2. Upen the purchase of the lots aforesaid 
the Board of Public Improvements is hereby author- 
ized and directed to cause a public bath-house to be 
erected on each of said lots of ground, at a total cost 
not to exceed the sum of forty-two thousand ($42,000) 
dollars; said bath-houses to be constructed accora- 
ing to plans and specifications on file in the office of 
the President of the Board of Public Improvements. 

sec. The cost of the above shall be paid by the 
city of St. Louis, and the sum of fifty thousand ($50, - 
000) doliars is hereby appropriated on account 
thereof, payable out of the fund for construction of 
public bath houses and purchase of lots. 

Sec. 4. There is hereby appropriated and set 
apart out of municipal revenue to the fund for con- 
struction of public bath houses and parensee of lots, 
the sum of fiilty thousand ($50,000) dollars. 

President Burnet said: ‘‘I do not think 
this ordinance will goin at this session, as it 
will not have time to pass, but it will go tn 
the first thing next session and be hustled 
right through.’’ There is no opposition in 
either branch of the Assembly to the ordi- 
nance,

A BROTHER’S CHILDREN ENDEAVORING 
T0 BREAK THE WILL. 


Mrs. Peris Smith’s Blood Relatives Want 
to Share in the Estate with the 
‘Adopted Son—The School Board Con- 
test Case Submitted in Briefs—News of 
the Courts. 


Judge Valliant is engaged to-day hearing 
the contest over the estate of Mrs. Persis 
Smith, widow of James Smith, after whom 
Smith Academy was named.

In the eventof her dying first Mrs. Smith 
set forth instructions providing for certain 
legacies to be paid out of the estate, which she 
reserved the rightto do inthe instrument. 
Subsequently shemade a willin which she 
left the entire estate to her adopted son with 
the exception of a few small legacies and 
annuities. :

Arrangements for the Gathering From the 
Thirteen States Next April 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 21.—The Confed- 
erate Reunion to be held in thiscity April 3 
and 9 is likely to eclipse ail former occasions 
ofthe kind, Reports received from all sec- 
tions of the South justify this conclusion.

A stable of horses valued at $75,000 anda 
bank account of $50,000 is a good deal of 
money made on an investment of $20.

Smith fs perhaps better known as ‘‘Smithy 
the Plunger.’’ He deservs the nom de plume, 
for there is no man in the country to-day who 
bets as much money on a race as Smithy, and 
Pittsburg Phil is not excepted. Smith is 
known all over the United States by the 
owners of pool rooms. Every dollar he has 
he won in pool rooms, and when he went 
broke it was onracetracks. This is rather 
strange, as it isa common saying that pool 
rooms will break any man, but Smithy is not 
that man. Race tracks always broke 
him, and he has been broke many times. His 
success has been in playing his own judg- 
ment.

His 
mother took her three sons to Wilby, O., 
where they lived foralongtime. They next 
removed to Cleveland, O., where Smithy was 
educated. His mother then removed to Phil- 
adeliphia. Whilein the Quaker City Smithy 
began to frequent the pool rooms. 
He became infatuated with the horses, and 
very often he would do without eating in or- 
derto back a long shot or play a combina- 
tion. Oneday he would have $1,000 and the. 
next day he would not have enough to buy a 
square meal, Even when a mere boy he was 
known as ‘‘the plunger.’’ He made race- 
horses a study, and could tell when-sucha 
horse rana mile in certain time ata certain 
track. He would give you pedigrees until you 
couldn’t rest. <All bets made around the 
rooms Were left to him to decide, Conse- 
quently he soon becamea prominent figure 
around the pool rooms. He never had a 
great deal of money until 1885, He 
dropped into a pool room in New York 
one day with $35. Whenhe quit betting in 
about two weeks he had $12,000. Itwas then 
he was induced to back a dramatic company, 
which was known as Smith & Alden’s Dra- 
matic Co., producing ‘*‘The Two Orphans,’’ 
**Sea of Ice’’ and ‘‘Under the Gaslight.’’ 
when the season closed he was broke, but he 
had hada heap of fun. 

He then went back to therunners. Inthe 
early part of 1890 he had a streak of hard 
luck, got broke and was finally forced to go 
home. He had been home but a short time, 
when he picked up his valise. and started 
from Philadelphia with a $5 note. On his 
way toNew York he dropped into the pool 
rooms at Gloucester. He split up the five- 
dollar bill and lost it all but 50 cents. He made 
a combination. Luck was with him whenthe 
room closed ana he was $1,800 winner off the 50 
cents. Hetook thefirst train for Chicago. 
He made for the pool rooms and in three days 
he was broke with the exception ofa rail. 
road i ticket to Detroit and $25. 
When he arrived in Detroit he soon lost 
every cent he had in Barnes’ pool-room. He 
made the place his headquarters and in- 
duced a young fellow to play his selections. 
The first day he picked eight winners. After 
that they were in andin. One day the young 
fellow got drunk and refused to Hsten to 
Smithand played his own selections. The 
result was he got broke, andall that was 
coming to Smitb was $20. He took the $20and 
when he quit winninghe was $40,000 winner, 
$25,000 of which was won from Donovan’s 
roomin st. Louls. Hethen visited Cincin- 
natiand wonabout $10,000in the Covington 
rooms. He went East and arrived in Gutten- 
burg in March, 1891. He was inducedto buy 
Van Buren, andthe first time the horse ran 
Smith won $5,000. He next visited Washing- 
ton, D. C., where Lafe Block, the owner of 
soodle and Coldstream, toid him his horses 
were all right to win. Smith backed them 
and went broke, playing them and Van 
Buren and Ashen and Hypatica, which he 
had purchased. Hedid not haveacent in 
cash, but he had three horses. He borrowed 
$;,000 and shipped his horses to Washington 
Park, Chicago. He went broke again bacx- 
1891, he borrowed 
$200 from Bob Rose and backed his horses 
once more. This time he was right. Van 
Buren won three races and Hypatica also 
won, When he counted up he was $20,000 
winner, after paying offall debts. He next 
moved his horses to Garfleld Park, Chicazo, 
and went broke backing hisown stable. Aj} 
he had was $30. He piayed a combination 
and won $180. He had another lucky streak, 
and in five days he won $19,000. Then he 
matched Van Buren against Ernest Race for 
$1,000 a side, and lost $7,000 backing Van 
Buren. In four days helost the $19,000. A 
friend staked him to $800, and in three weeks 
he was $40.000 strong. [hen he bought Yo 
Tambien, Dolly McCane, Cally Ferguson and 
Noretta. 

Hie had made severaltrips to Cincinnati, 
and while on his way East he won $30,000 from 
Enright and others. 

Last December he reached Guttenburg, and 
in three weeks he won $27,000. He bought 
Ceverton, Argenta and Joe Carter. Then he 
quit betting, and he was $80,000 winner on the 
season, besides his stable offiyer¢. A desire 


to come West came upon him, and he visited 
Cincinnati and broke about even. He then 
went to New Orleans and lost about $33,000 in | 
a few days.;When he arrived here he lost $10, - 
000 more. Infacthe lost nearly $55,000 in 
three weeks. If he had remained at Gutten- 
burg he would have been $100,000 better off, 
Smith has won some nice bets. He pulled 
down $10,000 on Patti Rosa at Garfield last 
summer. He won $3,0000n Asben and §$11,- 
000on Rock. Padre at Guttenbure landed 
$12,000 for him. In December at Guttenburg 
Melanie was beaten a nose, which cost Smith 
over $20,000. Thedefeat of Royalist at the 
same track cost him close on to $50,000. On 
one occasion when his own horse, Asven, was 
beaten he stood to win $28,000. He has won 
and lost many $5,000 bets, which he speaks of 
like one does about a $5 bet. 
Smith never plays information. When he 
thinks a horse ought to win away he goes and 
bets all the money the room willtake. If he 
wins it is all right, and if he loses it is just | 
the same. When he is betting he always 
figures on never betting less than $10.000a 
day. This he does day after day,and he is 
never without $20,000 or $30,000 in his pocket. 
The coming season he expects to win enough 
money to last him a life-time. His stable 
consists of Van Buren, Yo Tambien, Asben, 
Hypatia, Joe Carter, Cally Ferguson, Dolly 
MeCone, Noretta, Argenta, Ceverton, Fred 
Fink, Patti Rosa, Buckler, Leona §S. and Belle 
Biackburn, They are being trained at Nash- 
Joekey Thorpe has 
been engaged to ride and Smith is confident 
of pulling off big money before winter time.

MODEST MR. MULDOON. 
That self-styled king of trainers, Wrestler 
William Muldoon is making strenuous efforts 
to get the benefit of the money and advertis-

As soonas 
the match was made Muldoon tele- 
graphed to W. A. Brady, Cor bett’s 
manager, that he would go right on to Néw 
York to join them, modestly assuming, of 
course, that he would be wanted for trainer, 
It was a bold bid for the job, but did not win.

The wily William 
explained that he had not yet been engaged 
to train either man. Notwithstanding 
the manner in which he ‘and 
Sullivan have have been abusing each other 
for overa year past, the wrestler remarked 
that while they were not as friendly as they 
once were he bore Sullivan noill will what- 
ever and would not do anything toinjure 
him. Sulllvan, however, would have to be 
in the pink of condition to win the fight, and 
Muldoon then intimated very strongly how 
John L. could get in such condition by re-

RAY ON RACES. 


His’ Sermon in East St. Louis Yesterday 
Condemning Them. 

Rev. D. G. Ray, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of East St. Louis and professor of 
Greek at Shurtleff College at Upper Alton, 
delivered an able sermon yesterday at his 
church on the subject of gambling. He took 
as histext: ‘‘Is it a time toreceive money? 
The leprosy, therefore, of Naaman _ shall 
cleave to thee and thine and unto thy seed 
forever.’’ 

Dr. Ray’s sermon was primarily for the 
purpose of showing the evil resultsof the 
race gambling in East St. Louls. He spoke, 
however, of the other kinds of nineteenth 
century gambling which are given the sanc- 
tion of law and the countenance of respecta- 
bility. He showed how on ’change gambling 
is done between men who have nothing to 
give or take, and howthose formsof gam- 
bling: are sanctioned. Then he gave a brief 
review of lotteries and the harm they had 
done tothe country. Onraces Dr. Ray said: 

‘*I denounce the race because Of the gang 
that assembles there. I quote froma recent 
publication from another city: ‘Four thou- 
sand people, the scum of the metropolis, 
dive keepers, thieves, who have grown pros- 
perous at the races, thimble riggers, plain 
pickpokets, burglars, women of bad repute 
and men who never did an honest day’s 
work, make upthis crowd!’ * * * 

‘*‘Andto aggravate the matter, officers of 
the law are oittimes partners in the iniquity, 
county and municipal officers are frequently 
stockholders inthe debauchery, and in one 
place the gamblers boast that they kKeepa 
justice with them that he may Dall them out 
when arrested, and high officers, yea, execnu- 
tive officers of the law, are accused of oper- 
ating saloons in the immediate vicinity of the 
races so as to reap a double harvest.’’ 
Dr. Ray amplified his remarks with 
numerous illustrations, and, in conciu- 
sion, said: ‘*l must refer to the shame 
East St. Louis is bringing upon herself. In 
the past she had a name which was every- 
where a synonym for inanity. Within the 
past few years she has done much to win for 
herself a better name, Oftentimes have vis- 
itors gone away to tell how much she had 
advanced materially and morally: now her 
banner jis trailing in the dust. isitors can 
scarcely get passage on your cars because of 
the mob crowding to and from the races; and 
strangers shake the dust from their feet and 
climb into the railroad train to bid aj lasting 
farewellto East St. Louls—what do you at- 
tract by the races? People who will build up 
asubstantial city In which a good honest 
business man would like to live with Nis 
family? Look on the crowds that visit the 
races and judge for yourelves. By those 
races you bring to your city the scum and 
off-scouring of neighboring towns and drive 
away men and women who would make a 
cummunity worthy of being an honest man's 
home. Let East St. Louls arise in her might 
and shake off this infamy and move onward 
in the line of caine of late years 
so well inaugurated. ’’ A
